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The President's Message 


The Board of Governors for 1952- 
1953 held its organizational meeting at 
the Roney Plaza Hotel on Miami Beach 
on the afternoon of June 7. Almost all 
members were present, notwithstand- 
ing the lures of the beautifully planned 
social events of the convention. 

Several weeks before the convention, 
your President submitted to the new 
Board of Governors the Six Great Ob- 
jectives of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, which were approved at its an- 
nual convention last September, and 
recommended that the Board approve 
them as the Long Range Objectives of 
The Florida Bar. The Board of Direc- 


tors of the State Bar of Texas adopted 
these objectives as their own on Jan- 
uary 26, 1952. We are pleased to report 
that our Board unanimously adopted 
them as the Long-Range Objectives of 
The Florida Bar.* Mr. Howard L. Bark- 
dull, President of the American Bar 
Association, told me that he regarded 
this action of your Board as an im- 
portant forward step in the coordina- 
tion and correlation of the activities of 
the organized Bar. Mr. Reginald Heber 
Smith, of Boston, Director of the Sur- 
vey of the Legal Profession, had pre-

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viously expressed to me the hope that 
our Board would take this action. 

The Board also approved a program 
of work for the ensuing year, which 
undoubtedly will be of interest to all 
members of the Bar. 


Legal institutes will be continued as 
one of our major programs for the year. 
Although our available funds are ex- 
tremely limited, we are planning an 
extensive series of institutes, through- 
out Florida, with able and qualified lec- 
turers. We hope in this way to make 
some of the practical benefits of the 
integrated bar felt and understood by 
lawyers in every part of the state. 


For the past several years the Board 
has been keenly aware of the necessity 
for a public relations program, and 
solid work has already been done in this 
field. While we cannot reasonably ex- 
pect, within our budgetary limitations, 
to sponsor an ambitious program, we 
hope to make further progress in this 
field during the present year. 


The Bar was active in the drafting 
of the proposed revision of those sec- 
tions of Article V of the Constitution 
relating to the Supreme Court, which 
was approved by the 1951 Session of 
the Legislature as Joint Resolution 290. 
The Bar is now sponsoring this amend- 
ment to the end that it will be under- 
stood by the people and adopted at the 
general election in November. It will 
be recalled that the Bar conducted a 
poll of Florida lawyers to determine 
whom they considered best qualified to 
serve as Justices of the Supreme Court 
to fill the 3 vacancies which will exist 
if the amendment is adopted. Governor 
Fuller Warren, in his able address at 
the Miami Beach Convention, stated 
that this poll resulted in the recom- 
mendation of a representative list of 
qualified men, fairly representing the 
several geographical areas of Florida, 
and that if the people of Florida adopt 
the amendment it is his intention to 
make appointments to such positions 
from that list. We believe that this ac- 
tion of the Bar, with the full coopera- 
tion and support of the Governor, may 
well be an important land mark in 


strengthening the system of judicial se- 
lection in Florida. 


The Committee on Judicial Adminis- 
tration is going forward with the com- 
pletion of the revision of Article V of 
the Constitution of Florida, and it is 
planned that a completed draft will be 
submitted to the 1953 session of the 
Legislature. 


The abolition of the diploma privi- 
lege by the 1951 Legislature, by an 
Act drafted and sponsored by The 
Florida Bar, marked the achievement 
of a goal toward which we have been 
striving for a good many years. At the 
same time, problems were created and 
responsibilities assumed, which must 
be squarely faced and properly solved, 
both by the State Board of Law Ex- 
aminers and The Florida Bar. Work 
is actively going forward in this field. 

Since the integration of the Bar in 
March of 1950, every effort has been 
made by your Board of Governors, and 
by the circuit grievance committee, 
fully to discharge the responsibilities 
of the Bar in grievance matters. Our 
experiences during the past two years 
have been very valuable, and we be- 
lieve that we are now in a position 
fairly and effectively to carry out the 
grievance work of the Bar. This work 
will be a major objective for the pres- 
ent year. 


All standing and special committees 
of the Bar have been continued, and 
every effort has been made to select, 
for service upon these committees, 
qualified lawyers who are willing to 
work. Let me express appreciation to 
the lawyers throughout Florida for the 
excellent response to the notice in the 
Florida Law Journal, requesting an 
expression of preference for service on 
committees. These responses were in- 
deed so numerous that, to our great 
regret, it was not possible to grant all 
requests. It will be noted, in review- 
ing the committees published in this 
issue of The Journal, that the Board 
approved the creation of a new special 
Committee on Lawyer Referral. The 
immediate aim of this Committee is to 
study the problem of lawyer referral 
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in Florida, and to make recommenda- 
tions to the Board as to future activity 
in this field. The Board also approved 
the creation of a special Committee on 
International and Comparative Law, 
the membership of which will be pub- 
lished in a later issue of the Journal. 

The Board has begun the planning of 
the legislative program of the Bar for 
the 1953 session of the Legislature. 
Committees are being requested to com- 
plete the preparation of bills, lying 
within their respective spheres, as far 
in advance of the convening of the leg- 
islature as may be practicable. 

With the cooperation and assistance 


of the deans of the Law Schools in 
Florida, the Board plans to provide lec- 
turers from the Bar, to bring to our 
law students a sounder understanding 
of the ethics and traditions of the legal 
profession. 

We are very glad to announce that 
the Board reappointed Miss Sallye 
Cooksey as Secretary of the Bar, and 
Mr. Henry Wrenn as Editor of the Law 
Journal and Public Relations Counsel. 
Only those who have been in close touch 
with the work of the Bar can fully 
appreciate their able and loyal services.

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ATTORNEY’S FEE TAXED AGAINST A PARTY 
BECAUSE OF HIS INEQUITABLE CONDUCT

By an unreported order the Supreme 
Court of Florida has joined the courts 
which approve the taxation of attor- 
neys’ fees against a party because of 
his inequitable or oppressive conduct. 
(See Order dated August 14th, 1951, 
in case of Dade County Newsdealers 
Supply Company, Appellant, v. South- 
ern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, Appellee). 

It has long been the practice in Flor- 
ida as elsewhere to allow attorneys’ fees 
as costs under certain limited circum- 
stances. These have usually been con- 
fined to situations where there is a 
contract, stipulation, statute or fund. 
Judge Waller of Florida summed up 
the usual situation in his dissenting 
opinion in the Fifth Circuit case of 
Cannon v. Parker, (1946) 152 Fed. 2d. 
706, when he said: 

“Attorneys’ fees are taxable as 
costs only: 

(1) When there is a contract pro- 
viding for the payment of at- 
torneys’ fees; 

(2) When there is a statute pro- 
viding for the payment of at- 
torneys’ fees; or 
When a litigant, as a result of 
a suit, has preserved the as- 
sets of a debtor for the credi- 
tors or otherwise benefited the 
creditors to the extent that 
equity should require that the 
assets be charged with a por- 
tion of the costs and expenses 
of the litigation that conferred 
such benefits.” 

To the same effect see 20 C. J. S. 455 
stating that “outside of exceptional 
cases in courts of equity, attorneys’ fees 
are allowable or taxable as costs only 
by virtue or express authority confer- 
red by statute, agreement or stipula- 
tion. See also 14 Am. Jur. 45, et seq. 

Florida allows attorneys’ fees in 
mortgage foreclosures, for example, 
where there is an express provision 
therefor in the note or mortgage con-

tract. This practice is so universal as 
to require no citation. 


Florida has allowed attorneys’ fees 
out of an injunction bond when an in- 
junction bond was given conditioned to 
cover “damages and costs” to which the 
enjoined party might be put in the 
event the injunction were dissolved 
or set aside. See Bailey v. Haymans, 
(1917) 73 Fla. 1191, 76 So. 135, and the 
annotation at 164 A.L.R. 1088, at page 
1009, to which the Bailey case is cited. 
See also Wittich v. O’Neal, (1886) 22 
Fla. 592; Kahn v. American Surety 
Company, (1935) 120 Fla. 50, 162 So. 
335, 337; National Surety Company v. 
Willis, (1931) 103 Fla. 738, 138 So. 24; 
Bucki v. F. & D. Co. (CCA. Fla.) 109 
Fed. 2d. 393, 397; and the per curiam 
affirmance of the award of attorneys’ 
fees out of the Supply Company injunc- 
tion bond at 52 So. (2d.) 912. 


There have been bills introduced in 
the Florida Legislature from time to 
time to allow the successful party to 
recover attorneys’ fees as part of the 
costs in the suit. Bills making pro- 
visions for attorneys’ fees in personal 
injury suits have been defeated. There 
are statutes in effect in Florida which 
allow the recovery of attorneys’ fees in 
special cases, such as the one allowing 
such fees against insurance companies. 
Sec. 625.08 Florida Statutes, (For other 
cases where attorneys’ fees are allow- 
ed by statute, see the subheading 


“Fees” under the heading ‘Attorneys 
at Law” in the index to the Florida 
Statutes). 


Generally speaking, however, the pre- 
vailing party cannot recover his attor- 
neys’ fees except by virtue of a specific 
contract, stipulation, statute or fund. 
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Some courts have felt that when the 
conduct of the losing party was op- 
pressive, discriminatory or inequitable 
he should make his opponents whole by 
paying not only the usual court costs 
but also attorneys’ fees. A leading case 
along this line is the decision of the 
Federal Circuit in the case of Rolax v. 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, 
et al. (1951) 186 Fed. 2d. 473, 481. In 
that case the plaintiffs sued a railroad 
and a union to set aside a contract. The 
court held that the conduct of the union 
had been oppressive and discrimina- 
tory; that the trial court was autho- 
rized in its discretion to tax plaintiffs’ 
attorneys’ fees against the defendant 
union. We quote from page 481 of the 
opinion where the authorities are cited: 


“Ordinarily, of course, attorneys’ 
fees except as fixed by statute, 
should not be taxed as a part of 
costs recovered by the prevailing 
party; but in a suit in equity where 
the taxation of such costs is es- 
sential to the doing of justice, 
they may be allowed in exceptional 
cases. The justification here is that 
plaintiffs of small means have been 
subjected to discriminatory and op- 
pressive conduct by a powerful la- 
bor organization which was re- 
quired, as bargaining agent, to 
protect their interests. The vindi- 
cation of their rights necessarily 
involves greater expense in the em- 
ployment of counsel to institute 
and carry on extended and im- 
portant litigation than the amount 
involved to the individual plaintiffs 
would justify their paying. In such 
situation, we think that the allow- 
ance of counsel fees in a reason- 
able amount as a part of the re- 
coverable costs of the case is a 
matter resting in the sound dis- 
cretion of the trial judge. See full 
discussion of the power of equity 
to award counsel fees by Judge 
Booth, concurred in by Judge 
Walter H. Sanborn and Judge 
Munger, in Guardian Trust Co. v. 
Kansas City Southern Ry. Co., 8 
Cir. 20 F. 2d. 233, 240, et seq., 


where the authorities are collected 
and analyzed. See also Universal 
Oil Products Co. v. Root Refining 
Co., 328 U. S. 575, 66 S. Ct. 1176, 
90 L. Ed. 1447; Sprague v. Ticonic 
Nat. Bank, 307 U. S. 161, 59 S. Ct. 
777, 83 L. Ed. 1184; Rude v. Buch- 
halter, 286 U. S. 451, 52 S. Ct. 605, 
76 L. Ed. 1221; and 14 Am. Jur. 
45 and note 89 A.L.R. 1093 and 
cases cited.” 


The Fifth Circuit in the Cannon case, 
supra, where Judge Waller’s dissenting 
opinion has been heretofore referred to, 
also allowed taxation of attorneys’ fees 
against the corporate assets under the 
circumstances discussed in that case. 

With this background we come to 
the recent action in the Supply Com- 
pany case. In that case the Supply Com- 
pany secured a temporary restraining 
order in the Circuit Court of Dade 
County, Case No. 132727 entitled “Dade 
County Newsdealers Supply Company 
v. Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, et al.” The order re- 
strained removal of plaintiff’s tele- 
phones. It was granted on the sworn 
allegation of the plaintiff that it was 
engaged in a legitimate business and 
that the demand of the Attorney Gen- 
eral for the removal of telephones and 
the consequent removal thereof would 
be “arbitrary, wrongful, unlawful and 
unwarranted.” Thereafter the Circuit 
Court (Herein, Judge) dissolved the 
temporary restraining order. The Sup- 
ply Company went both to the Florida 
Railroad and Public Utilities Commis- 
sion and the Supreme Court in an un- 
successful attempt to keep the service. 
See opinion of the Supreme Court re- 
ported at 48 So. 2d. 98, denying super- 
sedeas and upholding the action of the 
lower court in dissolving the temporary 
restraining order. 

The Florida Railroad and Public 
Utilities Commission in its Docket 
3120-PW, Order 1640, dated December 
8th, 1950, made this comment as to 
the activities of the plaintiff: 

“ the evidence of record con- 

clusively shows that the telephone 

and telegraph facilities located on 
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the property of Dade County News- 
dealers Supply Co. have been used 
for years in the dissemination of 
information in furtherance of 
gambling purposes. The trade poli- 
cies and practices of applicant have 
made it possible for its own busi- 
ness premises to be used as one of 
the primary centers for the dis- 
semination of information in fur- 
therance of gambling or for gam- 
bling purposes. It is difficult to 
understand how the applicant and 
its managing officers could remain 
blind for years to the illegal busi- 
ness which was being carried on 
under its very roof and over its 
own communication facilities.” 


The Supreme Court of Florida in the 
case of Ervin, Attorney General, v. 
Peninsular Telephone Company, et al, 
53 So. 2d. 647, 650, paid its respects to 
the Continental News Service held to 
be “engaged principally as shown by 
the record in supplying bookmakers 
with racing information”. The Court 
pointed out that one of the billing ad- 
dresses for the telephone service con- 
demned in the Peninsular case was the 
Supply Company. 

When the Supply Company’s tempo- 
rary restraining order was set aside, 
the Telephone Company sought an al- 
lowance for its attorneys’ fees and ex- 
penses under the injunction bond. The 
Dade County Circuit Court made such 
an allowance and on appeal the Su- 
preme Court by per curiam order af- 
firmed on May 22nd, 1951. ($8 Sou. 
(2) 912). 

Counsel then pressed their motion 
that on the ground of inequitable con- 
duct, the Supply Company should be 
required to pay a second attorneys’ fee. 
This fee covered the argument of the 
appeal when the Supreme Court ap- 
proved the first attorneys’ fees and 
expenses out of the bond. The Rolax 
case, supra, and kindred cases were 
cited to the Court in support of the 
motion. On August 14, 1951, by unre- 
ported order the Supreme Court found: 

“Upon consideration of the Motion 

of Counsel for Appellee to assess 


against Appellant, as additional 
costs, damage and attorneys fees 
of Appellee and/or assess against 
Appellant as costs and attorneys 
fees in this Appeal, an allowance 
to Appellants’ Counsel for his 
services in this appeal, it is order- 
ed that said Motion be and the 
same is hereby denied without 
prejudice to further proceedings in 
the trial court. (Italics added) 


The Court thus followed the Rolax 
case, supra, and submitted the matter 
of taxation of attorneys’ fees as costs 
to the trial Judge. In effect the Court 
upheld the allowance of such attorneys’ 
fees as costs in a case of inequitable 
conduct by the losing party. Otherwise 
it would have simply denied the motion 
without the right to go to the trial 
court. 

Petition was in due course filed with 
the Circuit Court of Dade County pur- 
suant to the Supreme Court order. The 
Circuit Court on March 10th, 1952, en- 
tered order taxing a second attorneys’ 
fee against the Supply Company. This 
second fee was paid and the matter 
ended.* 

It will be observed that, first, the 
lower court made an allowance for 
services in securing the dissolution of 
the injunction and defending such dis- 
solution in the Supreme Court. This 
allowance was covered by the injunction 
bond and under the Bailey and other 
cases, supra, the only real question was 
as to the amount of such allowance. . 

The Supply Company appealed the 
first allowance. The Supreme Court af- 
firmed per curiam and so upheld the 
first allowance, out of the injunction 
bond. 

By the first allowance the injunction 
bond was for practical purposes ex- 
hausted. It was then suggested to the 
Court that since the whole litigation 
had been brought on by inequitable 
conduct on the part of the Supply Com- 
pany, it should pay its opponent’s coun- 
sel fee on the second appearance in the 
Supreme Court. There was not suf- 
ficient funds left from the bond to 
pay such a second allowance (even if 
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such second allowance had been covered 
by the terms of the bond). Accordingly 
the Court was of necessity forced to 
rely on the doctrine that inequitable 
conduct authorized the taxation of such 
a second attorneys’ fee, as there was 
no statute, contract, stipulation or fund 
before the court on which to justify or 
out of which to pay the second fee. 


We think we can say, therefore, that 
the Supreme Court of Florida has by 
this unreported case following the hold- 
ings (exemplified by Rolax v. A.C.L., 
supra) that irrespective of statute, con- 
tract, stipulation or fund, in excep- 
tional circumstances, where justified 
by inequitable conduct, attorneys’ fees 
may be assessed as costs against the 
losing party. 


*NOTE—Technically, a third fee could 
have been allowed for services in col- 
lecting the second fee, on the ground 
that the plaintiff forced defendant to 
go to Court to collect such fee. How- 
ever, no third fee was sought or allowed. 
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PROCEEDINGS OF

of the Roney Plaza Hotel at 2:00 o’clock 
P. M. on Thursday, June 5, 1952. The 
President, John M. Allison, presided. 


The meeting was opened by an in- 
vocation by Dr. R. Wiley Scott. 


Members of the Bar and guests were 
welcomed by the Honorable Burnett 
Roth, member of The Florida Bar and 
Vice-Mayor of the City of Miami Beach; 
Honorable Harry Zukernick, President 
of the Miami Beach Bar Association; 
Honorable Roger E. Davis, President 
of the Dade County Bar Association; 
and Honorable W. J. McLeod, Presi- 
dent of the Coral Gables Bar Associa- 
tion. 


Response to the addresses of wel- 
come was delivered for The Florida 
Bar by Honorable E. Dixie Beggs of 
Pensacola, Past President of the Flor- 
ida State Bar Association. 


The President at this time appointed 
a Resolutions Committee composed of 
Frank H. Elmore, Jr., of Jacksonville, 
Chairman, Wm. A. McRae, Jr., Presi- 
dent-Elect, of Bartow; and Darrey A. 
Davis, Member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, from Miami Beach. 


The following distinguished guests 
were recognized by President Allison: 
Honorable B. K. Roberts, Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Florida; Circuit 
Judge William Herin_of Miami, Cir- 
cuit Judge Stanley Milledge of Miami, 
Circuit Judge A. O. Kanner of Stuart, 
Circuit Judge Charles A. Carroll of 
Miami, Circuit Judge George Tedder 
of Ft. Lauderdale, Circuit Judge Aqui- 
lino Lopez of Key West; Circuit Judge 
Lamar Warren of Ft. Lauderdale, Cir- 
cuit Judge-Elect Pat Cannon of Mi- 
ami, Circuit Judge-Elect Wayne Allen 
of Miami, Judge Silver Squarcia_ ot 
Dade County Civil Court of Record, 
Judge Norman Hendry of Miami, 
Judge Frank Dowling of Miami, Dean

Stetson University and Dean R. A. 


Rasco of the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Miami. 


At this time the President, John M. 
Allison, delivered his annual address 
on the state of The Florida Bar, out- 
lining the progress that has been made 
since he took office on March 23rd, 
1951; and making to the convention 
sixteen (16) recommendations. (The 
President’s Address was published in 
the June issue of The Florida Law 
Journal at page 231). 


The President reported to the Con- 
vention that annual reports had been 
received from most of the standing 
and special committees and had been 
published in the May issue of the Flor- 
ida Law Journal. He stated further 
that a few of the reports which had 
not been received and a few supple- 
mental reports would be given to the 
Convention. 


In the absence of Judge Jack F. 
White, Chairman of the Committee on 
Probate and Guardianship, a supple- 
mental report of that Committee was 
presented by Lyle D. Holecomk, member 
of the Committee and member of the 
Board of Governors from Miami. Mo- 
tion was made by Mr. Holcomb that 
the report be accepted and approved 
by the Convention. Said motion was 
seconded by Darrey A. Davis and car- 
ried unanimously. (This Report ap- 
pears in this issue of the Journal.) 


Supplemental report of the Com- 
mittee on Law Reporting was given by 
Charles Tom Henderson, Chairman of 
the Committee, who stated that the 
recommendations made therein were to 
be referred to the Resolutions Commit- 
tee for action by the Convention. 


Motion was made by Baya M. Har- 
rison, Jr., that the Convention consider 
the election of representatives to the 
American Bar Association House of 
Delegates. Said motion was seconded 
by William A. Gillen and carried unani- 
mously. 


William A. Gillen made a motion that

the two representatives to the House 
of Delegates of the American Bar As- 
sociation, James D. Bruton, Jr., of 
Plant City and Donald K. Carroll of 
Jacksonville, who were appointed by 
the Board of Governors for the interim 
term expiring with the adjournment of 
the 1952 American Bar Association 
Annual Meeting in San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia, be confirmed by the Convention. 
Said motion was seconded by Lyle D. 
Holcomb and carried unanimously. 


William A. Gillen then nominated as 
representatives to the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Bar Association 
to take office at the adjournment of the 
1952 American Bar Association annual 
meeting the following: J. Lance Lazon- 
by of Gainesville, James D. Bruton, Jr., 
of Plant City and Donald K. Carroll of 
Jacksonville to serve for two-year 
terms. 


William A. Gillen then nominated 
Darrey A, Davis of Miami Beach as an 
additional representative to the Ameri- 
can Bar Association House of Dele- 
gates for a two-year term beginning 
with the adjournment of the 1952 
American Bar Association annual meet- 
ing contingent upon the membership 
of The Florida Bar showing an in- 
crease to five thousand (5,000) or more. 
(Under the American Bar Associa- 
tion Constitution The Florida Bar will 
be entitled to an additional member 
when it has a membership of five thou- 
sand, and it is anticipated that The 
Florida Bar will have a membership of 
at least five thousand (5,000) before 


the annual meeting of the American 
Bar Association in September of 1952.) 

Mr. Dan Redfearn made a motion 
that nominations cease and that the 
Secretary be instructed to cast a unani- 
mous ballot for the gentlemen as nomi- 
nated by Mr. Gillen. Said motion was 
seconded by B. L. Malone and carried 
unanimously. 


Report of the Committee on Bank- 
ruptcy was presented at this time by 
Herbert U. Feibelman, Chairman. 

Whereupon the meeting adjourned 
until 10:00 o’clock A. M. Friday, June

John E. Mathews, Justice of Florida 
Supreme Court; Honorable Elwyn 
Thomas, Justice of Florida Supreme 
Court; Honorable Plant Osborne of 
Jacksonville and the presidents of all 
local Bar Associations who were pres- 
ent. 

The President then introduced Baya 
M. Harrison, Jr., of St. Petersburg, 
Chairman of the Committee on Legal 
Institutes. It was at the suggestion and 
under the direction of this Committee 
that the Panel on Trial Tactics was 
presented to the Convention. 

Mr. Harrison introduced the mem- 
bers of the Panel who are listed below 
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and who discussed the subjects ap- 
pearing opposite their names. 

Hon. Joseph S. White, Circuit Judge, 
15th Judicial Circuit—Moderator. 

Hon. Charles R. Scott of Jackson- 
ville—Preparation of the Case. 

Hon. Morris E. White of Tampa— 
Selection of the Jury. 

Hon. Perry A. Nichols.of Miami— 
Presentation of the Evidence. 

Hon. J. Mark Wilcox of Miami— 
Summation to the Jury. 

(The complete text of the Panel on 
Trial Tactics will appear in the Octo- 
ber issue of the Florida Law Journal 
after being edited by members of the 
Panel.) 

The President at this time recognized 
Hon. Scott M. Loftin of Jacksonville, 
former U. S. Senator from Florida and 
Past President of the American Bar 
Association; Hon. Cody Fowler of 
Tampa, Past President of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association; Hon. Wallace, 
Sturgis, President of the Florida 1951 
Senate and Hon. Millard Caldwell, for- 
mer Governor of the State of Florida 
and the present national Administrator 
of Civil Defense. 

Report was given at this time by 
Hon. Morris E. White, Chairman of The 
Florida Bar Committee on Memorials 
who after presenting the Committee 
report moved its adoption by the Con- 
vention’s standing in silent tribute to 
the deceased members. 

The meeting adjourned until 2:00 
o’clock P. M. 


At 1:45 o’clock P. M. the various 
circuits had a meeting to elect their 
respective representatives on the Nom- 
inating Committee. 

The meeting reconvened at 2:00 
o’clock P. M., the President, John M. 
Allison, presiding. 

The President introduced the Hon- 
crable Fuller Warren, Governor of the 
State of Florida, who addressed the 
Convention giving a splendid analysis 
of the proposed Amendment to the Ju- 
diciary Article of the Florida Consti- 
tution, which will be submitted to the 
electorate in the November election. 
Governor Warren stated that it was 
his intention, if the people of Florida 


in the November election adopted the 
proposed amendment, to make appoint- 
ments to the three (3) positions, which 
will be created thereby on the Supreme 
Court, from the list recommended to 
him by The Florida Bar as a result of 
the poll conducted by The Florida Bar. 
(The complete text of Governor War- 
ren’s address was published in the June 
Issue of The Florida Law Journal.) 

The President then presented to the 
Convention the list of forty (40) names, 
five (5) from each congressional dis- 
trict, which were being submitted to 
the Governor as the recommendation 
of The Florida Bar for his considera- 
tion in making appointments to the 
Supreme Court should the amendment 
be adopted in November. They are as 
follows: 

First District: Erle B. Askew of St. 
Petersburg, L. L. Parks of Tampa, 
Harry N. Sandler of Tampa, Victor O. 
Wehle of St. Petersburg and Jack F. 
White of Clearwater.

John T. Wigginton of Tallahassee. 

Fourth District: Charles A, Carroll 
of Miami, Vincent C. Giblin of Miami, 
George E. Holt of Miami, Stanley Mill- 
edge of Miami and Marshall C. Wise- 
heart of Miami. 

Fifth District: T. G. Futch of Ta- 
vares, J. Thomas Gurney of Orlando, 
Fred C. Hocker of Ocala, Paul E. Ray- 
mond of Daytona Beach and Campbell 
Thornal of Orlando. 

Sixth District: E. Harris Drew of 
West Palm Beach, Lynn Gerald of Ft. 

Lauder- 
dale, George W. Tedder of Ft. Lauder- 
dale and Joseph 8. White of West Palm 
Beach. 

Seventh District: William P. Allen of 
Bartow, Dewey A. Dye, Sr., of Braden- 
ton, Gordon Petteway of Lakeland, Don 
Register of Winter Haven and John 
Fite Robertson of Sarasota. 

Eighth District: E. A. Clayton of 
Gainesville, S. T. Dell, Jr., of Gaines- 
ville, J. Lance Lazonby of Gainesville, 
John A. H. Murphree of Gainesville 
and G. Warren Sanchez of Live Oak. 

Honorable Scott M. Loftin of Jack- 
sonville and Honorable Cody Fowler of 
Tampa, both Past Presidents of the 
American Bar Association, were intro- 
duced by the President to the Conven- 
tion. 

Mr. Fowler introduced the Honor- 
able Howard L. Barkdull, President of 
the American Bar Association, who de- 
livered an address to the members and 
guests of the Convention, outlining the 
purposes, objectives and activities of 
the organized bar. 

The President then presented to the 
Convention for action by it the follow- 
ing recommendations which he had 
made to the Convention in his annual 
address, stating that said recommen- 
dations had been presented by him to 
the Board; that the Board has ap- 
proved them with the recommendation 


that they be presented to the Con- 
vention for action: 

1. Create staggered terms for mem- 
bers of the Legal Institutes Committee. 

Motion was made by Harold Wahl 
that said recommendation be accepted 
and approved. Said motion was second- 
ed by Robert Baynard and carried 
unanimously. 

2. Create staggered terms for mem- 
bers of Civil Rules Committee. 

Motion was made by Harold Wahl 
that the recommendation of the Presi- 
dent for the creation of staggered terms 
for members of the Civil Rules Com- 
mittee be accepted and approved. Said 
motion was seconded by Lyle Holcomb 
and carried unanimously. 

3. Create staggered terms for mem- 
bers of Legislative Committee. 

Motion was made by Louis Kurz of 
Jacksonville that the recommendation 
of the President for the creation of 
staggered terms for members of the 
Legislative Committee be accepted and 
approved. Said motion was seconded by 
Robert Baynard and carried unanimous- 
ly. 

4. Create a special Committee on 
Juvenile Courts. 

Motion was made by Harold Wahl 
that the recommendation of the Presi- 
dent for the creation of a special com- 
mittee on Juvenile Courts be approved. 
Said motion was seconded by Roger 
Waybright and carried unanimously. 

5. Create a Section on Taxation Law. 

Motion was made by Lyle Holcomb 
and seconded by Louis Kurz that the 
President’s recommendation for the 
creation of a Section on Taxation be 
approved. Said motion carried unani- 
mously. 

6. Create a Section on Banking Law. 

Motion was made by Lyle Holcomb , 
and seconded by B. L. Malone that the 
President’s recommendation for the 
creation of a Section on Banking Law 
be approved. Said motion was carried 
unanimously. 

7. Creation of Section on Insurance 
Law. 

Motion was made by Louis Kurz that 
the President’s recommendation for the 
creation of a Section on Insurance Law 
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be approved. Said motion was seconded 
by Lyle Holcomb and carried unani- 
mously. 

8. Appoint committee personnel se- 
lected by the above respective Sec- 
tions. 

Lyle Holcomb, made a motion for ap- 
proval of the President’s recommenda- 
tion that Committee personnel be ap- 
pointed by the President from lists of 
names selected by the foregoing Sec- 
tions. Said motion was seconded by 
Roger Waybright and carried unani- 
mously. 

9. Continue the policy of holding 
meetings of the Board of Governors 
throughout the State of Florida. 

Motion was made by Harold Wahl 
that the recommendation of the Presi- 
dent that the policy of holding the 
meetings of the Board of Governors 
throughout the State of Florida be ap- 
proved. The motion was seconded by 
Chester Bedell and carried unanimously. 

10. Adopt appropriate revision of 
Article VII, Section 3 of the By-laws 
to permit 2/3 of the Board of Gover- 
nors present at a meeting to endorse, or 
disapprove, proposed legislation. 

Lyle Holcomb, moved the approval of 
the recommendation of the President 
and the Board of Governors that Ar- 
ticle VII, Section 3 of the By-laws be 
revised to permit 2/3 of the Board of 
Governors present at a meeting to en- 
dorse or disapprove proposed legisla- 
tion. Said motion was seconded by 
Darrey A. Davis. 

After discussion, Lyle Holcomb made 
a motion that action on the motion by 
the Convention be deferred until Sat- 
urday morning. Said motion was sec- 
onded by Darrey A. Davis and carried. 

11. Continue the policy of making 
recommendations to fill vacancies on 
the Florida Supreme Court, and extend 
the policy, if possible, to the circuit 
level. 

Motion was made by Harold Wahl 
that the recommendation of the Presi- 
dent that The Florida Bar continue the 
policy of making recommendations to 
fill vacancies on the Florida Supreme 
Court, and extend the policy, if possible, 
to the Circuit level be approved. Said 


motion was seconded by William A. 
Gillen and carried unanimously. 

12. Continue the present earnest ef- 
fort to compose the differences between 
the Bar, the Realtors and Title men. 


Motion was made by Harold Wahl 
and seconded by Roger Waybright 
that the recommendation of the 
President that the Bar continue the 
present earnest effort to compose the 
differences between the Bar and the 
Realtors and Title men. Carried un- 
animously. 


13. Approve the compilation of a 
complete list of all Florida State Courts 
and their respective jurisdictions by 
the Committee on Judicial Administra- 
tion, and publication of the same in 
the Bar Journal. 


Motion was made by Lyle Holcomb 
that the President’s recommendation 
that the Convention approve the com- 
pilation of a complete list of all Florida 
State Courts and their respective juris- 
dictions by the Committee on Judicial 
Administration, and publication of same 
in the Bar Journal. Said motion was 
seconded by Lilburn Railey and carried 
unanimously. 


14. Creation of Committee on In- 
ternational and Comparative Law. (Not 
recommended in President’s Address.) 

Discussion on the Floor of the Con- 
vention was led by Professor David S. 
Stern of the Law School of the Univer- 
sity of Miami to the end that the Bar 
should create a Committee on Inter- 
national and Comparative Law. 


Lyle Holcomb, made a motion that . 


the Convention authorize the Board of 
Governors and the President to create 
a Committee on International and Com- 
parative Law. Said motion was second- 
ed by Harold Wahl and carried unani- 
mously. 

The President announced that the 
report of the Resolutions Committee 
would be considered at the session of 
the Convention on Saturday morning 
together with the recommendations in 
his address numbered ‘10” and “16” 
due to the small attendance at the 
present session. 

Thereupon the meeting adjourned 
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until 10:00 o’clock A. M. Saturday, 
June 7th. 
Soturday, June 7, 1952 

The meeting reconvened at 10:00 
o’clock A. M. on Saturday, June 7, 1952, 
President John M. Allison, presiding. 

Invocation by The Right Reverend 
Monsignor Wm. Barry. 

Supplemental report of the Commit- 
tee on Civil Procedure was given by 
Chairman, William H. Dial, which 
Committee made the following recom- 
mendations: 

1. “All statutory provisions in 
conflict with, or that are made un- 
necessary by the adoption of the 
rules of Civil Procedure be repealed, 
and that the Committee on Rules of 
Civil Procedure be authorized to co- 
operate with the Statutory Revision 
Committee toward this end, and that 
a small working committee be imme- 
diately appointed from the new 
Committee by its Chairman to co- 
operate and work with Professor 
Yonge and Charles Tom Henderson 
in promulgating specific recommen- 
dations to be made for the repeal 
of these statutes by the 1953 Session 
of the Florida Legislature. That pub- 
licity be immediately given this prob- 
lem in the Florida Law Journal re- 
questing that the attorneys of Flor- 
ida forward all recommendations as 
to such changes to Mr. Henderson 
for consideration by this Committee.” 

Motion was made by Mr. Dial that 
said recommendation be adopted by the 
Convention. Said motion was seconded 


by Frank Elmore and carried unani- 
mously. 

2. “The legislature be requested to 
amend Section 25.47 of the Florida 
Statutes to include County Judges’ 
Courts. 

3. “That thereafter the Supreme 
Court be requested to make these 
rules, where applicable, effective in 
County Judges’ Courts.” 

Motion was made by Mr. Dial that 
the Convention adopt the last two fore- 
going recommendations. Said motion 
was seconded by S. T. Dell, Jr., and 
carried unanimously. (Complete Sup- 
plemental Report of the Committee ap- 
pears in this Journal.) 

Supplemental Report of the Commit- 
tee on Legal Education and Admission 
to the Bar was given by Don Gregory, 
Chairman. 


Mr. Gregory moved the adoption of 
the Committee report. Said motion was 
seconded by James Booth and car- 
ried unanimously. (The report is pub- 
lished in this Journal.) 

At this time Darrey A. Davis, Mem- 
ber of the Board of Governors from 
Miami Beach, presented to President 
John M. Allison and Past Presidents 
Richard H. Hunt and John T. Wiggin- 
ton, on behalf of The Florida Bar, 
leather bound volumes of the issues 
of the Florida Law Journal published 
during their respective terms of office. 

James M. McEwen, Bar member from 
Tampa and former member of the 
Board of Governors, presented to Pres- 
ident John M. Allison on behalf of The 
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Florida Bar the distinguished service 
certificate. 

The President announced that un- 
der the provisions of the Integration 
Rule the 9th Circuit was entitled to an 
additional member on the Board of 
Governors because of increased mem- 
bership in that Circuit, and said Cir- 
cuit had elected Charles Brown of Ft. 
Pierce, whom he introduced to the 
Convention. 

Supplemental report of the Commit- 
tee on Criminal Law and Procedure was 
given by Chairman James M. McEwen. 

Supplemental report of the Commit- 
tee on Federal Taxation was given by 
Chairman Hugh Dowling. Mr. Dowling 
moved the adoption of the report. Said 
motion was seconded by Harold Wahl 
and carried unanimously. (Report of 
this Committee appears in this Jour- 
nal.) 


The President then called for the re- 
port of the Resolutions Committee 
which was given by Chairman Frank 
Elmore as follows: 


1. Resolution referred to the Com- 
mittee by Charles Tom Henderson, 
Chairman of Committee on Law Re- 
porting. 


“1, That the general session laws 
be published in two volumes instead 
of one. 

“2. Volume 1 include only general 
laws of state-wide and _ statutory 
nature. 

“3. The publication of the pam- 
phlet laws and general statutory laws 
be in a single contract and awarded 
independently of other legislative 
printing. 

“4. The type set for the pamphlet 
laws be preserved and used in the 
publication of the general session 
laws so that during the legislative 
session and immediately following 
publication could be expedited and 
distributed within 45 days following 
the close of the legislature.” 


Mr. Elmore moved the adoption of 
the resolution by the convention. Said 
motion was seconded by Lilburn Railey 
and carried unanimously. 

2. Resolution referred to Committee 


by Tampa and Hillsborough County 
Bar Association. 

“WHEREAS, the drafting of legal 
instruments requires careful prepara- 
tion and trained professional skill, and 

“WHEREAS, many legal _instru- 
ments, including printed form contracts, 
mortgages and deeds, are being drafted 
or completed by unskilled laymen, re- 
sulting in needless confusion and un- 
necessary controversy, and 

“WHEREAS, it is deemed to the best 
interest of the public generally that in- 
struments and documents upon which 
legal rights are founded, be prepared, 
drafted and/or completed by members 
of the Bar, and 

“WHEREAS, it is believed that by 
identifying the draftsman of a legal 
instrument or document it will encour- 
age more careful preparation and pride 
of authorship among members of the 
Bar, 

“NOW THEREFORE BE IT RE- 
SOLVED by the Directors of the Bar 
Association of Tampa and Hillsborough 
County that it urge upon the Board of 
Governors of The Florida Bar and the 
membership of The Florida Bar the 
adoption of a symbol or device which 
may be stamped, impressed or attached 
to legal documents and instruments 
identifying them as having been drawn 
by a member of The Florida Bar and 
further specifically setting forth the 
name of the draftsman. 

“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that 
a charge be made to any member of 
The Florida Bar who desires to use 
said symbol or device, and that the 
proceeds so derived be placed in a fund 
ear-marked for the purpose of edu- 
cating the public as to the meaning of 
the symbol or device to be attached to 
such documents and instruments and 
familiarizing the public with the neces- 
sity for employing a lawyer to draft 
legal papers.” 

Mr. Elmore moved the adoption of 
the resolution by the Convention. Said 
motion was seconded by Raymer Ma- 
guire, Sr., of Orlando and carried. 

3. Resolution submitted by Lakeland 
Bar Association. 


“WHEREAS, 


House Resolution 
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#4871 is now under consideration by 
the House of Representatives of the 
U. S. Congress; and 


“WHEREAS, such resolution, if en- 
acted into law, will provide for the 
professional man retirement plans with 
tax advantages similar to those now 
enjoyed by salaried employees through- 
out the United States of America, per- 
mitting the establishment of a tax sav- 
ings program during the productive 
career of the professional man. 

“NOW THEREFORE BE IT RE- 
SOLVED by the Lakeland Bar Asso- 
ciation at regular meeting assembled 
that this Association do declare its ap-

Florida Bar returning ballots upon 
a poll conducted by The Florida Bar 
by mail’.” 
Said amendment to the motion was 
seconded by Lilburn Railey. 

Upon vote being taken the amend- 
ment failed to carry. 

Upon vote being taken the original 
motion as put by Mr. Waybright car- 
ried. (Mr. Ayres asked that the record 


show that there were not present and 
voting more than 75 members of The 
Florida Bar.) 

The President then presented for 
action by the Convention motion made 


by Lyle Holcomb during the Friday 


afternoon session to the effect that 
the Convention approve the recom- 
mendation of the President and the 
Board of Governors that Article VII, 
Section 3 of the By-laws be revised 
to permit 2/3 of the Board of Gov- 
ernors present at a meeting to endorse 
or disapprove proposed legislation. 
Said motion had been duly seconded. 

Messrs. Lyle Holcomb and Wm. 
Wolfe spoke favoring the motion. 
Messrs. S. L. Scruggs and Roger Way- 
bright spoke in opposition to the 
motion. 

After considerable discussion Lyle 
Holcomb, made a motion that the orig- 
inal motion be amended so that the 
revision of Section 3 of Article VII of 
the By-laws be revised to permit two- 
thirds of the entire membership of the 
Board of Governors to endorse or dis- 
approve proposed legislation (instead 
of 2/3 of the Board of Governors pres- 
ent and voting at a meeting). Said 
motion was seconded by Wm. Wolfe. 

Upon a vote the motion of Mr. Hol- 
comb to amend the original motion ‘ 
carried—39 for, 6 in opposition. 

Upon vote, motion as amended by 
Holcomb, carried—39 for and 6 in 
opposition. 

The President then turned the con- 
vention over to Wm. A. McRae, Jr., 
the incoming President, who declared 
the Third Annual Convention of The 
Florida Bar adjourned sine die.

COMMITTEE ON FEDERAL TAXATION 


Supplementary Memorandum to Com- 
mittee Report for Year Ending 
June, 1952: 

This memorandum is submitted fol- 
lowing a meeting of this Committee 
held on April 26, 1952, at Rollins Col- 
lege, Winter Park, Florida. The report 
previously submitted was further dis- 
cussed and this memorandum reflects 
the unanimous views of those present 
at the meeting. 


1. Organization of Tax Section 


(a) The Chairman and Vice-Chair- 
man of the Committee on Tax- 
ation will be selected for 
1952-53 by the President of 
the Bar from the membership 
of the Tax Section, and there- 
after he will appoint annually 
from the Tax Section a new 
Vice-Chairman of the Commit- 
tee, who will automatically be- 
come Chairman a year later. 
The Chairman and Vice-Chair- 
man will work together close- 
ly and actively throughout the 
year. The Committee considers 
this important to carry out the 
purposes of the Tax Section. 

(b) The Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Taxation will recom- 
mend to the President of the 
Bar the names of eight area 
Sub-Chairmen from the areas 
of Miami, Palm Beach, Tampa, 
Orlando, Gainesville, Pensa- 
cola, Tallahassee and Jackson- 
ville. These area Sub-Chair- 
men, together with the Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman, will 
comprise the Committee on 
Taxation. In this capacity they 
will serve also as the Execu- 
tive Board of the Tax Section. 
This form of organization is 
intended both to insure the 
presence of interested tax at- 
torneys on the Committee and 
to improve attendance at the 
Committee meetings. Also, it 
will assist the-President of the

Bar in making appointments 
to the Committee on Taxation. 
The Area Chairmen will keep 
liaison between their areas and 
the Committee. The list of 
localities included in each area 
has been made on the basis of 
accessibility, but is too lengthy 
to include here. Tampa, for 
example, will include St. Pet- 
ersburg, Clearwater and nu- 
merous other nearby communi- 
ties. Area Chairmen may be 
designated from any place 
within the area. 


Membership in the Tax Sec- 
tion will be open to any mem- 
ber of the Florida Bar upon 
payment of an annual mem- 
bership fee. The annual fee 
recommended by the Commit- 
tee is $5.00 for those who have 
been members of the Florida 
Bar or any other State Bar 
for three years or more, and 
$2.50 for those who have been 
members of any Bar for less 
than three years. A member- 
ship fee will serve to confine 
the membership to those who 
have some interest in tax mat- 
ters and to defray the cost of 
the Committee’s activities 
mentioned below. This fee 
should be remitted to the 
Chairman or to such person as 
may be designated by him to 
act as Treasurer. An account- 
ing statement of all receipts 
and disbursements will be 
rendered semi-annually to the 
Committee on Taxation with 
copy to the President of the 
Bar. 


The Tax Section will function 
through such subcommittees 
as the Chairman designates. It 
is recommended at the outset 
that the following sub-com- 
mittees be created: 

(a) On Federal Taxation 
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(b) On State and Local Taxa- 
tion 

(c) On Public Information 
The sub-committee on Public 
Information will be responsi- 
ble for periodic distribution to 
members of the Tax Section of 
a news bulletin on tax matters 
of special note. This bulletin 
should be especially valuable 
during sessions of the State 
Legislature and while tax mat- 
ters are under consideration 
by Congress. This bulletin will 
invite questions from members 
to be answered in a question 
and answer column of each is- 
sue. Also, this sub-committee 
will cooperate actively with 
the Florida Law Journal in 
furnishing tax articles and 
case comments. 


2. Under the existing set-up, numer- 


ous attorneys who devote all or 
part of their time to tax practice 
have no opportunity to participate 
in or receive information of activ- 
ities of the Committee on Taxation 
during years when they are not 
members of the Committee. Crea- 
tion of a Tax Section will remedy 
this. Also, it will provide a wider 
base for membership on the Tax 
Committee and selection of its 
Chairmen. This should create sus- 
tained interest among lawyers in- 
terested in tax matters. 


A further objective is to render 
expanded services to the general 
practitioners through participation 
in Legal Institutes and the holding 
of Tax Clinics in locations con- 
veniently accessible to attorneys 
throughout the State.

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SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT OF 
PROBATE AND GUARDIANSHIP COMMITTEE 


Judge Jack White, Chairman of the 
Committee, is attending a reunion at 
the University of Virginia, and has 
asked me to give this Supplemental 
Report. 

The original report is contained in 
the Bar Journal. We are not at this 
time making any additional or specific 
recommendations since there will be 
other meetings before the next session 
of Legislature. 

The Committee has received and will 
recommend to the incoming Committee 
the desirability of considering sug- 
gested needs for legislation on the 
following matters: 

1. Provision for discovery in pro- 
bate, giving the County Judge 
power to compel the production 
of assets and delivery to the per- 
sonal representative in contempt 
proceedings. 

2. The adoption of rules relative to 
the taking of testimony de bene 
esse in probate matters. 

3. An amendment to provide that 
witnesses to a will shall not only 
be “attesting” but also “sub- 
scribing.” 

4, Whether a legatee or devisee 
should be required to renounce 
any interest under a will as a 
condition precedent to testing 
the validity of a will, and wheth- 
er a cost bond or a cost and fee 
bond or similar provision should 
not be sufficient. This is brought 
about by the decision in Pour- 
nelle et al vs. Baxter, Florida, 
1942, 9 So. 2d 162. 

5. Adoption of a practical means 
for preserving the rights of a 
widow to elect to take dower 
where due to a will contest or 
other proceeding it is uncertain 
whether the will will be sus- 
tained. She might desire to take 
under the will, but if the will is 
not going to be sustained might 
prefer to take dower. If the pro- 
ceedings to determine the valid- 
ity run beyond the nine months 


period, she must make an elec- 
tion at her peril under the pres- 
ent law. 


6. Determination of titles conveyed 
by a personal representative 
prior to a widow’s election to 
take dower. 

7. Whether the period for filing of 
claims should be shortened. 

8. Prudent man investment rule. 

Iam certain the new Committee will 

appreciate advice as to deficiencies in 
the law or suggestions for its improve- 
ment.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LEGAL 
EDUCATION AND ADMISSION TO THE BAR 


This committee has worked on two 
major projects during the past year. 
The first of these projects involved 
the abolition of a diploma privilege 
and the second the establishment of 
the Law School Student Summer 
Placement program on a Statewide 
basis. 

The latter project involved the ini- 
tiation of a system facilitating the 
placement of law school students in 
law firms throughout the State during 
the summer vacation months in order 
to provide for the students a minimum 
of practice experience prior to their 
graduation and entry into the active 
practice. This project was conducted 
by a sub-committee of which L. Wil- 
liam Graham of Gainesville was Chair- 
man and established for the first time 
an organized method by which stu- 
dents might have available to them a 
roster of firms throughout the State 
willing and interested in having a 
student trainee during the summer 
months. The April issue of the Florida 
Bar Journal carries a full explanation 
and report of the operation of the 
program and the method by which it 
is hoped to be continued. 

The past year witnessed the suc- 
cessful culmination of the legislative 
effort to abolish the diploma privilege 
and the commencement of activity on 
the many new problems flowing from 
the admission of practitioners on an 
entirely new basis. 

Shortly after the 1951 convention 
which approved the terms thereof, The 
Florida Bar secured the introduction 
and passage of Chapter 26655 which 
effected the long sought abolition of 
the diploma privilege (the full effect 
of the repeal to occur in three years) 
and the consolidation in the Supreme 
Court of Florida of all supervisory 
authority and function with reference 
to the implementation of the act and 
future examinations and admissions 
to practice. 

At the request of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, the committee prepared a peti- 


tion to be filed with the Supreme 
Court of Florida, seeking the appoint- 
ment of a full time Administrative 
Officer for the State Board of Law 
Examiners and the control of the 
finances of said board by the Court, 
which petition after approval by the 
Board of Governors was duly filed with 
the Court and has been set for oral 
argument before the Court June 17, 
1952. This petition represents the first 
effort of The Florida Bar through 
this committee to assist and advise 
with the Supreme Court in the Court’s 
exercise of its powers and fulfillment 
of its obligations specified in Chap- 
ter 26655. 

Throughout its functions during 
the year the committee has had the 
utmost cooperation, assistance and in- 
terest from the Deans of each of the 
three accredited Florida Law Schools 
as well as from the State Board of 
Law Examiners and particularly from 
the Chairman of that Board, Honor- 
able Olin E. Watts. 

Only a beginning has been made in 
preparation for the full scale handling 
of admissions under Chapter 26655. 
A very great deal remains to be done. 
In carrying this work forward the 
committee is confident that its suc- 
cessor members may anticipate and 
enjoy the wholehearted support of the 
State Board of Law Examiners and 
each of the Deans of the Law Schools.

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FINAL REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES 
OF CIVIL PROCEDURE 


The following report is supplemental 
to the report heretofore filed by this 
Committee under date of April 2: (Pub- 
lished at Page 199, Florida Law Jour- 
nal, issue of May, 1952) 

A meeting of the Committee of The 
Florida Bar on Rules of Civil Proce- 
dure was held in Tampa, Florida, Sat- 
urday, May 3. An excellent attendance 
of the Committee was had, the follow- 
ing being present: 

Earl B. Askew, of the St. Peters- 
burg Bar

Professor Philip K. Yonge, of the

Charles Tom Henderson, of the Stat- 
utory Revision Committee, Office of 
the Attorney General. 

Mr. Henderson led a_ discussion 
pointing out to the Committee that 
there were many statutes on the books 
which were either wholly or partially 
in conflict with the rules of civil pro- 
cedure, and after a full discussion, the 
Committee unanimously adopted the 
following recommendation to be made to 
the Board of Governors of The Florida 
Bar: 

“All statutory provisions in con- 
flict with, or that are made unneces- 
sary by the adoption of the rules of 
Civil Procedure be repealed, and that 
the Committee on Rules of Civil Pro- 
cedure be authorized to co-operate 
with the Statutory Revision Com- 
mittee toward this end, and that a 
small working committee be immedi- 
ately appointed from the new Com- 


mittee by its Chairman to co-operate 
and work with Professor Yonge and 
Charles Tom Henderson in promul- 
gating specific recommendations to 
be made for the repeal of these stat- 
utes by the 1953 Session of the Flor- 
ida Legislature. That publicity be 
immediately given this problem in 
the Florida Law Journal requesting 
that the lawyers of Florida forward 
all recommendations as to such 
changes to Mr. Henderson for con- 
sideration by this Committee.” 

Your Committee was advised of the 
confusion in the minds of many law- 
yers and judges throughout the state 
as to just what rules were applicable 
to the County Judge’s Courts through- 
out the state, in that such Courts are 
not specifically referred to in Section 
25.47 of the Florida Statutes author- 
izing the Court to promulgate rules, 
nor in the order of the Supreme Court 
issued on November 22, 1949, adopting 
the rules. 

It is, therefore, recommended that: 

1. The Legislature be requested to 
amend said statute to include such 
Courts. 

2. That thereafter the Court be re- 
quested to make such appropriate 
amendment to its order of November 
22, 1949. 

A sub-committee had been appointed 
in July of 1951, consisting of Edward 
Cutler, J. Compton French, J. Lance 
Lazonby and Campbell Thornal and 
Clarence Brown, as Chairman of said 
sub-committee, to make a study of the 
rules and to make specific recommen- 
dations to the Committee as to those 
rules in both equity and common law 
that could be brought into conformity 
and thereby simplify the rules of civil 
procedure. 

The sub-committee reported and 


made specific recommendations, which 
were adopted unanimously by those 
members of the Committee present, 
which said recommendations follow: 
1. That we acquaint the Bench and 
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Bar through articles in the Law Jour- 
nal and otherwise that it is possible, 
feasible and desirable to consolidate the 
common law and equity rules without in 
any manner disturbing the substantive 
law relating to the distinction between 
law and equity. 

2. We believe that one set of rules 
can be written applicable to both cases 
at law and cases in equity without dis- 
torting or substantially amending any 
of our present rules. Excluding the sub- 
sections, there are sixty-two common 
law rules and seventy-nine equity rules 
at present. Through the consolidation 
recommended, it should be possible to 
eliminate over fifty sections of the 
rules; that is, bring the total number 
of rules down from one hundred forty- 
one to under one hundred. 

The Rules of Civil Procedure as sug- 
gested by this Committee would be di- 
vided into three sections: the first sec- 
tion applicable to both actions at law 


and equity, while the remaining two 
sections would deal with strictly com- 
mon law and strictly equity matters, 
respectively. 

Your Committee is well aware of the 
fact that effective on June 1, 1952, 
changes were made in the present Com- 
mon law and Equity Rules. We fully 
realize the hesitancy on the part of all 
concerned to repeatedly make changes 
in the rules. It is our belief, however, 
that this suggestion embodies little 
more than a mere consolidation of exist- 
ing rules and would tend to eliminate 
rather than create confusion, and should 
be given consideration by the new Com- 
mittee to be appointed.

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LAWYERS TITLE GUARANTY FUND 


The healthy, steady growth of the 
Lawyers Title Guaranty Fund during 
the past years is best reflected by the 
monthly reports and statements which 
are mailed to every individual and 
firm member of the Fund. Also, those 
members of the Florida Bar who are 
not members of the Fund have the 
opportunity to follow its development 
through the medium of the reports 
which are published in the Bar Jour- 
nal. Hence, for the purposes of this 
report, it will be assumed that the 
statistical information concerning the 
Fund is presently in the minds of all 
of those members of the Florida Bar 
who have any interest in this subject. 

Our committee, consisting of your 
Chairman and 15 members, is not a 
planning or course chartering agency. 
Working through the Executive Sec- 
retary of the Fund, the Trustees of 
the Fund, selected by Fund members, 
map out the works and steer the poli- 
cies thereof. It is the purpose of our 
committee to respond to any reason- 
able and proper request from the 
Trustees in order that their efforts 
may be supplemented. 

During the past year these requests 
have not been numerous. 


First, your committee was requested 
to assist in the matter of public rela- 
tions with the 1951 legislature to ob- 
tain support for the legislative act to 
exempt Fund members from the pro- 
visions of the insurance licensing law. 
The contacts which were made and 
the information which was furnished 
through the members of this commit- 
tee undoubtedly made some contribu- 
tion to the passage of this act by the 
1951 Legislature. 

When the Trustees of the Fund un- 
dertook to increase its working capital 
by additional contributions, we, at the 
request of Fund President Barnes, 
rendered assistance therein, but lay 
no claim to any portion of the credit 
for the success of this campaign be- 


cause full credit therefor rightfully 
belongs to the officers and trustees of 
the Fund and to the members who had 
the faith and the financial means to 
supply these additional contributions. 


For some time there has existed a 
lack of uniformity, state wide, regard- 
ing the collection of a so-called “extra 
hazard” fee for title insurance where 
titles to lands were founded upon tax 
deeds. In an effort to standardize the 
practice of charging the “extra haz- 
ard” fee, the members of your commit- 
tee made a survey of the entire state 
and reported its findings to the Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Fund. It is be- 
lieved that the information thus ob- 
tained has been an influence in the 
direction of uniformity. 


As a stand-by committee, we are 
pleased to report that as a result of 
the successful operation of the Fund 
during the term of its existance, a 
substantial number of lending agen- 
cies and financial institutions have 
given acceptance to Lawyers Title 
Guaranty Fund and have placed guar- 
anteed title opinions on equal footing 
with standard title insurance. 


It is in this field that the Florida 
Bar and this committee can be of its 
greatest service to the Fund. In our 
contacts with the Banks, insurance 
companies, Building & Loan Associa- 
tions and other financial agencies, we 
should continue our constant efforts 
to demonstrate and prove that the 
service and security which the Fund 
can offer them is equally as sound 
and economically advantageous. to 
their requirements. Wide open accept- 
ance of the Funds’ Guaranteed Opin- 
ions will mean that the lawyers of 
Florida have re-captured the title 


business which properly belongs to 
them.
